Jan. 9.—A resolution 
providing for a sweeping Investigation 
of tho. conduct of United States Sena¬ 
tor J. W. Bailey, of this State, wa* 
Introduced In th© House of Representa¬ 
tives of the Htate Legislature to-day. 
It Is signed by twenty-eight members 
of the legislature. Senator Bailey's 
term expire* March 4 next. 

In th© primary ©lection of last July 
Senator Bailey was Indorsed for Sena¬ 
tor by practically unanimous vote of 
tho people. Sine© that time it is 
charged that evidence has been ob¬ 
tained which shows that he has re¬ 
ceived large sums of money In loans 
and fee* from the Waters-Plerce Oil 
Company, the Kirby Lumber Company, 
the Security OH Company, and per¬ 
sonally from H. C\ Pierce, of the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Company. 

• • • 

Th© He solution. 

The resolution recites th© charge* 
against Senator Bailey in order, sub¬ 
stantially as follows: 

That while a Representative In Con¬ 
gress and a candidate for the Senate 
he accepted money and favors from 
the Waters - Pierce Oil Company 
(charged to be a subsidiary corpora¬ 
tion of the Standard Oil Company and 
dominated by It), and from Its presi¬ 
dent. H. Clay Pierce, as consideration 
for hls political and official influence 
In securing the readmlsslon of sold 
company to do business ln Texas after 
Its charter had been forfeited by legal 
proceedings and final judgment ren¬ 
dered therein by th© Supreme Court 
of the United States, thus rendering 
fruitless and null said proceedings and 
Judgment. 

Th© resolution also charges that 
Pierce and the Waters-Plerce OH Com¬ 
pany advanced Bailey many thousands 
of dollars to be used In speculations, 
whereby Bailey became under heavy 
financial and personal obligation* to 
Pierce and to the Waters-Plerce Oil 
Company, and that in return Bailey 
used hls Influence with the Twenty- 
seventh Legislature, which was In ses¬ 
sion In 1901, relotlve' to Senate Bill No. 
164. which was an act relating to the 
fines, forfeitur*w and penalties du© th© 
State of Texas and House Bill No. 422. 
which was an act revoking the per¬ 
mission heretofore granted the Wa¬ 
ters-Plerce Oli Company to do busi¬ 
ness In this State and directing the 
Secretary of State to cancel the per¬ 
mit Issued to that company.

Another Charge. 

The resolution further provides fo9 
the investigation of Senator Bailey's 
relations with the Kirby Lumber Com¬ 
pany, wherein It Is recited that It Is 
charged he became under heavy per¬ 
sonal obligations to Us president. 

The resolution also provides for the 
Investigation of Senator Bailey's rela¬ 
tion* with H. Clay Here©, wherein It 
Is recited that he 1* charged with en¬ 
gaging in large financial transactions 
with Pierce, in which Pierce gave him, 
as attorney, securities of th© Tennessee 
railroad coal properties amounting to 
$13,000,000 und^r a power of attorney 
by which Bailey was authorized to deal 
with such securities a* he might de- 
etre and that Bailey disposed of the 
properties and in such a transaction 
used his political and official influence 
as a Senator to accomplish such re¬ 
sults.

To Instruct Farmers. 


Washington. Jan. [Special.]—At a 
meeting of a subcommittee of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, this 
morning, an agreement was reached to 
allow* the Ohio river In the vicinity of 
Louisville an appropriation of $348,000. 
Of this amount, $314,000 Is to be used 
for raising the crest of the dam, located 
there, to nine feet, and $34,000 for re¬ 
moving obstructions above the dam. 

The appropriations mean that up to 
Madison, Indiana and the mouth of 
the Kentucky river, there will be a 
decided deepening of the channel. | 

In addition to this the committee de¬ 
cided to finish the work on those locks 
and darns in the Ohio river now In the 
process of erection. All In all. the 
Ohio river, from Pittsburg to the mouth, 
will get In the neighborhood of three 
and one-half million dollars. These fig¬ 
ures are. of course, subject to change, 
but are expected to remain substan 
dally as given. 

The Louisville appropriations. It was 
stated this morning, are based upon the 
reports of the engineers, in whose rec 
ominendatlon Chairman Burton, of the 
committee has concurred. 

The chairman believes the Louisville 
project a meritorious one. and he la 
willing to allow for It In the neigh¬ 
borhood of $350,000. In hi* report the 
chief of engineers said the improvement* 
on the falls hnve hnd considerable In¬ 
fluence In reducing transportation 
charges, and In regulating freight rates. 

“The results derived from the ex¬ 
penditures to date for these portions 
of the work completed.” said he. “have 
been of marked advantage to traffic 
and greatly facilitate Its movement/' 
On July 1 last, there was an un«*x- 
pendrtl balance for the falls of $€4,309. 
The estimated amount required for 
completing the existing project Is 
$472,000.

RECORD OF ACCIDENTS 

Read By Mr. La Foilstte Surprises 
the Senate. 

Washington, Jan. 9.—After a general 
discussion a tentative understanding 
was reached In the Senate to-day Jus¬ 
tifying the expectation that a vota on 
the General Service Pension Bill will 
be taken next Friday. The measure 
was debated at some length during the 
early part of to-day’s session and re¬ 
ceived no vital criticloin but many com¬ 
mendations. Senator McCumber spoke 
at length In support of the measure. 

The remainder of tho day w.i* de¬ 
voted to a discussion *»f the bill limit¬ 
ing the hours of railway employes, 
which measure Is to be voted on under 
agreement to-morrow. 

In support of bis contention that the 
railroads had been very busy since tb»> 
last session In developing opposition to 
the bill. Mr. La Follette to-day read a 
set of resolution* condemning th«- bill 
presented to a lodge of railway em¬ 
ployes, the name of which 1* withheld 
by B. T. Lamb, division superintendent 
of tho Southern railway The lodge 
applied for Information on the subject 
to H. R. Fuller, legislative representa¬ 
tive of the railway employes’ national 
organization and had not Indorsed the 
resolutions. A long record of accidents 
was read by Mr. La Follette. showing 
that in all tho trainmen Involved had 
been on duty from seventeen to fony 
three hours continuously. 

When tho forty-three-hour record wa* 
given Senator Beveridge wanted to 
know tho railroad on ivhlch the ac¬ 
cident occurred. He wild be was shock¬ 
ed. as ho believed even' other Senator 
was. that auy road would keep a man 
on duty forty-three hours. Senator 
La Follette said for obvious reasons he 
would not give the name of the mail, 
and explained that it developed that 
in many coses the men themselves were 
responsible for the long hours. 

The Brownsville matter was post¬ 
poned to-day at the suggestion of Sen¬ 
ator Foraker. who gave as the reason 
that Senator TIUmnn. who Is Indi*. 
posed, desired to address the Senate 
on the subject. 

ARMY BILL TAKEN UP. 

Futile Effort To Knock Out Maneu¬ 
vers Appropriation. 
Washington. Jan. 9.—The House to¬ 
day begun the consideration of the 
Army Appropriation BUI by sections 
under tho five-minute rule. Before ad¬ 
journment thirty-one of the forty-five 
pages of the bill were completed. 

A point of order was made against 
the paragraph In the bill abolishing 
tho grade of Lieutenant General with 
the retirement of the present Lieut. 
Gen. McArthur, which point was sus¬ 
tained. 

By a vote of 27 to 60 the committee 
of the whole refused to strike out the 
appropriation of $ 1 , 000,000 to defray 
the ckpens^s of national guard organ¬ 
ization* attending encampments In con¬ 
junction with regular troops, although 
the maneuvers were severely criticised 
by Representative* Grosvenor, of Ohio; 
Hepburn, of Iowa, and Hay* of Virginia. 
Upon points of order several Items 
were stricken out. among them the fol¬ 
lowing: Giving the commanding offi¬ 
cer at army post* or heudquarters or 
office of Chief of Staff authority to ap¬ 
point blerks and other employes; au¬ 
thorizing the sale of surplus subsist¬ 
ence stores In Cuba and the Philip¬ 
pines; permitting the construction and 
operation of laundries at military 
posts; providing for the sale of fuel to 
officers on the active list; prohibiting 
the expenditure of any money for brig¬ 
ade poet* except by authority of Con¬ 
gress.

EYE WITNESS TELLS OF SCENE 


Pittsburg, Jan. 9.—A disastrous ex 
plosion occurred about 7 o'clock to 
night at the Eliza furnaces of the 
Jones & LuughlJn 8teel Works, a lorge 
quantity of gus, which had accumu 
lated at. the base of the furnaces, be 
coming Ignited. Tons of molten metal 
were showered around the furnace for 
a radius of forty feet. Out of a force 
of thirty-five tn^n employed at the 
furnace when the explosion occurred, 
three, John Cramer, Andrew Keatherka 
and Gustave Kessler, have been taken 
to the morgue, their bodies horribly 
mutilated by the fire. Seven men are 
In a hospital fatally Injured and twen 
ty-four others hav« not be«i account 
ed for. While the mill officials aro in 
dined to believe that oil of the miss 
ing men were not cremated, nothing 
definite aa to their whereabouts 
known. Only one man. George Knox, 
has turned up since the explosion, and 
he says everything happened to quick 
that he doubts whether the men es¬ 
caped. J 

Chief Peter Snyder, of the Fourth fire 
district, was seriously Injured while dl 
reeling the firemen to extinguish the 
fire which followed the explosion. 

The officials at the mill refuse to 
allow anyone to enter the yard where 
the furnace Is located. Ail Information 
was refused to newspaper men, the of¬ 
ficials saying that later they might 
issue a statement. A heavy guard of 
foreign workmen were placed at the 
yard entrance, and even the police were 
powerless to gt past the foreigners.

I did not see any of them fol¬ 
lowing the explosion. If they did not 
run quick and fast all arc buried under 
six feet of molten metal." 

ChcLrle8 Bennett, a yard bra korun n, 
who was passing near the furnace on a 
freight train when the explosion oc¬ 
curred. gave a graphic description of 
the disaster. f 

“Our train was right near the fur¬ 
nace." sjkl he. "When the metal 
poured out of the furnace over the 
ground I saw the men running for a 
place of safety. To the right of the fur¬ 
nace I saw a party of ten men, all of 
them running wildly, and their clothes 
a mass of llamce. Apparently some of 
them had been Injured when the ex¬ 
plosion occurred, as they coubl hardly 
run, and several of them tripped and 
fell. The hot metal ran over them In 
a moment. Just at this time a second 
explosion occurred- l ngiin looked to 
the right of the furnace for the men. 
hut I could not *** any of them, and 
I believe all were burned to death. My 
train was tn the path of the metal, and 
I was impelled to uncouple the train 
and sigTNil the engineer to pull ahead."

WOULD FOLLOW NATIONAL ONE 


Nashville. Trnn.. Jan. 9.—[Special.)— 
Tho hopper was opened In the Senate 
to-day and the members began to pour 
In their bills. TheT© seemed to be a 
disposition to get In the Important 
reform measures at once, so thero 
might be no chance for the opposition 
to get to work. 

A rate law. conforming to tho Fed¬ 
eral legislation on the subject, except 
In the prohibition of the exchange of 
mileage for advertising in newspapers, 
was recommended among other things 
by Gov. Cox in his farewell message* 
read in both branches. 

The first bill Introduced In the Sen¬ 
ate was by Mr. Holladay. and prohibits 
dealing In futures, the operation of 
"wire" houses, "bucket shops." etc. It 
prohibits contracts for the future de¬ 
livery of cotton, grain, provisions and 
other commodities and stocks, bonds 
and other securities upon margins. 
Violations of the law are mode a mis¬ 
demeanor. The fact that a pep*on is 
a party to a contract for future de¬ 
livery Is made orlma facie evidence 
of guilt. 

Mr. Foust followed immediately with 
a bill prohibiting betting on horse 
races, and making every person, race 
track, etc., which violated It subject 
to fine and Imprisonment. 

Then in short order came bills from 
Mr. Pendleton to amend the Adams 
anti-saloon law ho as to Include all 
towns between 5.000 and 150,000 popu¬ 
lation. and by Mr. Potter to prohibit 
the sale of liquor within four miles 
of an educational Institution*, whether 
such institution be located lnsldo or 

outside of an Incorporated city.

Wrecks Suggest Bill. 


Other bills were Introduced to require 
train dispatchers to have certificates 
of qualification; amend the Juvenile 
law of 1905 so as to make It applicable 
to counties of 100,000 and over; pro¬ 
vide for two additional members of the 
Court of Chancery appeals and pro 
htbit the appeal above that court of 
coses Involving less than 1750, unless 
constitutional Issues are at stake; cre¬ 
ate & criminal court for Knox county; 
provide a Juvenile reformatory for 
youthful criminals; and create the of¬ 
fice of State bank examiner. 

Committees on Rule* and Enrolled 
Bills were appointed In the House, and 


In his message Gov. Cox starts out 
by saying that Tennessee Is prosper¬ 
ing as never before In her history, but 
that the State Is Just at the beginning 
of the development of Its vust re¬ 
sources and much is therefore expected 
of the lawmakers. 

"Sufficient money," he says, "should 
be appropriated to properly care for 
the old soldiers, the widows of old 
soldiers, tho deaf, the dumb, the blind, 
the Insane and the wayward; to prop¬ 
erly educate the children and for every 
actual need of the State government, 
but the most rigid economy should be 
observed in all appropriations and ex¬ 
penditures of money consistent with 
the duty of a Christian and benevolent 
people in discharging obligations de¬ 
volving upon them." 

The Governor recommends more lib¬ 
eral treatment of the agricultural de¬ 
partment of the University of Ten¬ 
nessee. and urges that branch experi¬ 
ment stations be established and main¬ 
tained In Middle and West Tennessee. 
It is also recommended that a Bureau 
of Immigration be established In con¬ 
nection with the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment, and that sufficient funds be ap¬ 
propriated to properly maintain It and 
to allow of the sending of agents to 
Northern Europe In the interest of Im¬ 
migration.

Denounces Gaming At Tracks. 

Race track gambling Is denounced, 
and the recommendation la made that 
the Legislature "enact a law forever 
prohibiting race horse gambling In 
Tennessee." 

Reforms In tho j election laws are 
urged. Among other recommendations 
Is one that three election commission¬ 
ers. gne from each grand division, be 
elected by the people, these commis¬ 
sioners to appoint county commission¬ 
ers. and they In turn to appoint elec¬ 
tion officers and supervise all elections. 
It is hlso urged that the names of all 
election officers be published a suffi¬ 
cient time before the election to give 
all voters due notice. 

The need for liberal treatment of the 
public schools Is emphasized and the 
recommendations made that provision 
should be made for at least six 
months' schooling, competent teach¬ 
ers and comfortable schoolhouses in 
every county. 

The appropriation of I2W.000 in caah 
to the Peabody Normal College Is rec¬ 
ommended. 

Opposition is expressed to the con¬ 
tinued enactment of new laws govern¬ 
ing revenues and assessment*. The 
Governor says a better plan Is to 
amend these laws whenever found nec¬ 
essary'. 

Strict enforcement of the Child La¬ 
bor Law Is urged. It Is suggested that 
the present lnw be amended so as to 
prohibit the employment of children 
in factories and mines under sixteen 
years of age. where they are unable 
to read and write, and where they have 
not been at school at least three 
months in the preceding year. In or¬ 
der to better enforoe the ChiM Labor 
Law It Is suggested that there be a 
law requiring the registration of births, 
to be kept as a public record.

Asks Railroad Legislation. 


coal operations. He also recommends

The Confederate pension appropria¬ 
tion. in the Governor’s Judgment, 
should be Increased $50,000 per annum, 
making $300,000 In all. and the $‘. , 5.000 
for Confederate widows should be made 
$60,000.

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Reform In Insurance laws is urged, 
especially more drastic legislation 
against fire Insurance trusts. The re¬ 
commendations against alleged vices In 
the life company are mainly in line 
with those made by Insurance Commis¬ 
sioner Folk. The State is urged to 
continue to carry Its own insurance on 
State property, several thousand dol¬ 
lars having been saved by this plan 
during the last two years. 

In treating of the penitentiary sys¬ 
tem the Governor says that more con¬ 
victs should be worked In the mines, 
but that under present contracts with 
lessees of labor In the main prison, only 
750 can be employed in the mines. These 
contracts expire in 1909, however, and 
then the commissioners should. In the 
Governor’s opinion, make a new con¬ 
tract by which the number of mine 
laborers can be Increased. He thinks 
that with more convicts in the mines 
and new mines, the State can clear 
half a million dollars a year on Its 
prison system. The Governor oJeo 
favors the use of more farming lands, 
so that In the dull mining season many 
of the convicts can be taken out of the 
mines for thfee or four months and 
worked on the farm. The parole of 
minor convicts Is favored and the 
establishment of a ^ reformatory for 
criminals under sixteen years of age 
Is suggested. A hospital for tubercular 
convlets outside the prison w.ills is 
recommended, and the Legislature Is 
also asked to pnss an n.ntisplttlng law 
applicable to public service corpora¬ 
tions and public building?. 

• • • 

Cost of Mine Inspection. 

The Governor shows that In the past 
two years tho mine Inspection depart¬ 
ment has cost the State $16,812.21 above 
the fees for Inspection paid by mine 
owners. He wants laws to stop this 
drain on the treasury. 

The enactment of laws providing for 
the election of the Commissioner of 
Agriculture. Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion and Prison Commissioners by 
direct vote of the people Is recom¬ 
mended. 

The message concludes with an epi¬ 
tome of the work of the Funding Board 
and a suggestion that the policy of re¬ 
tiring bonds with surplus moneys be 
continued. It.Is shown that In the past 
two years the State has retired bonds 
to the amount of $1,874,200. 

GOV. DENEEN'S MESSAGE. 

Recommends Thorough Revision of 
Insurance Laws. 

Springfield. III., Jan. 9 —Gov. Den-en 
in his message to the Legislature to¬ 
day recommended insurance legislation 
along the line of the laws of Massachu¬ 
setts, Including a yearly apportionment 
of accrued dividends, a statement of 
surplus to be furnished the policyhold¬ 
ers each year, making discrimination 
by IJfe companies a misdemeanor, and 
a thorough examination of the affairs 
of every company at least once every 
flv*- years. 

He also urged that the Insurance Su¬ 
perintendent be made the attorney for 
service in this State for all Insurance 
companies authorized to do business in 
Illinois, while any liability remains out¬ 
standing against such companies. He 
rocommended a provision prohibiting 
one lira insurance company from own¬ 
ing the stork of another. 

There has been, he *wild. a general 
demand for a more extended super¬ 
vision of the banking business of the 
State, not with the view of interfering 
with r*r Impairing the conduct of found 
business Institutions, but to prevent the 
unsound conduct of bustm*^ a I! in 
the banking business, h* salt, should 
be treated alike, and all be subject to 
inspection by tho Federal or State Gov¬ 
ernment. 

He recommended legislation prohibit¬ 
ing the Increase of capital stock, bond¬ 
ed and other Indebtedness of railroads 
without regard to tho actual value of 
the road, and also a law abolishing rail¬ 
road posses. 

JELXS' FINAL MESSAGE. 

Hands Legislature Hot Paragraph On 
Race Question. 

Montgomery. Ala,, Jan. 9.—In the 
final message of Oov. JHks, which went 
to the Legislature to-day. especlAi 
stress Is laid on the necessity for more 
money for ihe schools of the State and 
hotter care of the old soldiers.

The 
Governor called attention to the great 
expense to the State for gratuities. In¬ 
cluding those to newspaper men. The 
item for knives and fountain pens for 
members of the Assembly amounted to 
$15,531 two years ago, And for repre 
sentA/tlves of newspapers. $6,300. 

Gov. Gillette’s Message. 

Sun Francisco. Jan. 9.—Gov. Gillette, 
in his inaugural address to the legis¬ 
lature to-duy requested the passage of 
a pure food bill, invited the considera¬ 
tion of a direct primary lnw und sug¬ 
gested amendments to the State's In¬ 
surance laws, affording protection to 
policyholders and recommending a con¬ 
sideration of tho laws of New York 
and Massachusetts on this subject. 

Republicans In Control. 

Charleston, W. Va., Jan. 9.—The Leg 
Islature convened here to-day and Im¬ 
mediately adjourned, after effecting an 
organization. In the Senate 8. K. Mo. 
Dermott was elected president, and In 
the House. J. S. Seaman was elected 
Speaker. Both were caucus nominees 
of the Republicans, who have over¬ 
whelming majorities In both branches. 

Gov. Johnson Inaugurated. 

St. Paul. Mlnq., Jan. 9.—Gov. Johnson 
was Inaugurated Governor of Minne¬ 
sota for the second time In the presence 
of both houses of the Minnesota Legis 
lature to-day. The oath of office was 
administered by Chief Justice Start 
The Governor then read his message to 
the Legislature. 

Indorsed the President. 

Columbia, S. C„ Jan. 9.—By a vote of 
twenty-one to sixteen, the South Carb- 
llnu Senate to-day adopted a resolu 
tlcn Indorsing the action of President 
Roosevelt In the Brownsville matter 
and requesting the South Carolina dele¬ 
gation In Congress to support this 
course.

Mo., Jan. 9.—Suits to 
dissolve the alleged merger of the Wa 
bash. Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun 
tain Railroad Companies and the Pacific 
Express Company, and to revoke the li¬ 
censes and charters of the Pacific Ex¬ 
press Company, American Refriger¬ 
ator Transit Company. Western Coal 
and Mining Company, Rich Hill Coal 
Mining Company and Kansas- Missouri 
Elevator Company were filed in the Su¬ 
preme Court by Attorney General 
Hadley to-day. 

The petitions allege the stock of the 
companies named are owned by the 
name Interests, the Goulds. In viola¬ 
tion of the provisions of the Constitu¬ 
tion and laws of Missouri. 

Talking of the actions. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Hadley said: 

"These suits are brought for the pur¬ 
pose of forcing a di«con<tinuance of the 
ownership of the stock of the Wabash, 
Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
Companies, and the control of these 
three com panics, two of which are par¬ 
allel and competing lines, by the same 
Interests, and to force a discontinuance 
of th»* ownership in the Pacific Express 
company. American Refrigerator Tran¬ 
sit Company. Rich Hill Coal Mining 
any. Western Coal and Mining 
Company and the Kansas-Mlssnurl Ele-| 
vat or Company. By this stock owner¬ 
ship these roads have. In fact, been 
engaging In business not authorised by 
their charters and prohibited by the 
Omstitutlon and laws of the State. 
The forfeiture of tho charters of the 
coal mining companies and of the Kan¬ 
sas-Missouri Elevator Company in 
prayed for. as well as the license of the 
Pacific Express Company and the 
American Refrigerator Transit Com¬ 
pany to do business In the State, but 
the forfeiture of the charters of the 
railroad companies is asked only in 
case they should fail to dLscootirrue. 
within a definite time, these usurpa¬ 
tions, ^tould the courts so order. Illegal 
practices exist to a greater or less ex¬ 
tent in the case of a number of other 
Missouri road*, and other suits will be 
begun as soon as the work In my office 
will permit.

65.000 
others of the preferred stock of the 
Wabash, and $5,435.cq0 of the deben¬ 
ture bonds of the Wabash; that the 
Wabash owns 25.000 and the Missouri 
Pacific 12.000 shares of the 60.000 shares 
of stock of the Pacific Express Com¬ 
pany; that the Iron Mountain owns 2.- 
853 and the Missouri Pacific 2.217 shares 
of the stock of the American Refrig¬ 
erator Transit Company, being the en¬ 
tire amount of stock Issued by that 
company. 

There Is also an allegation that the 
Iron Mountain and Missouri Pacific 
have the same officers, have no gen¬ 
eral officers in the State, and that the 
books and records of the companies 
are kept In the offleo In New' York.

Persia and the Shah. 

The death of Musoffar-ed-dln ends 
the career of the Shah who#© reign 
gave to Persia a constitution. There¬ 
fore, it brings to a dose one of the 
nvst Important periods ln Persia's 
history. Ills successor to the throne 
will have quite a different Government 
to preside over from that headed by 
his forefathers. They were absolute. 
They had power over the life and death 
of all their subjects, * Their courts were 
the courts of favoritism and of brib¬ 
ery. They ran things on tho opera- 
houffe pattern, which bore he&vlly 
upon the people of the monarchy. 
They, therefore, mingled the comic 
•rtth the tragic. ^ 

It was about a year ago that the 
Persians caught the fever for suffrage 
and a constitution, which had become 
Iptdemlc In some quarters of the globe. 
The most direct influence to bring 
about their uprising Is believed to 
have been Russie. Persia’s next-door 
neighbor on the north, where Insurrec¬ 
tion was rampant. After quibbling 
and temporizing, after resisting feebly, 
but as w*ell as he could, Muxaffar-ed- 
lln was finally compelled to give In to 
tho demands of his subjects. It was 
bn August that he decreed the estab¬ 
lishment of a Parliament and dismissed 
from his service the Grand Vizier 
whom the people hated for hts cruelty 
and autocratic methods. His decree 
«ra* not entirely acceptable to the 
revolutionary element* It did not go 
for enough. They Insisted on further 
•oncesskmif. Whether the Shah yield¬ 
ed them has not been made clear In 
the various cable dispatches that have 
Dome from Teheran ln recent months. 
At any rate, about that time the mon¬ 
arch became 111. A number of times 
bis life was despaired of. but he lin¬ 
gered theso four or five months. There 
were some who suspected that he was 
Dot so 111 as reported; some who did not 
believe him 111 at all. To these it oc¬ 
curred that the rumor was but a ruse 
to stay the revolutionary movement 
and postpone tho critical moment when 
the Shnh would lwtre to determine 
finally his action on tho supplemen¬ 
tary exactions of the people. Hts death 
proves that their suspicions were not 
well founded—unless, perchance, his 
death came suddenly. That his de¬ 
mise was hastened by the stress and 
peril of the past twelve months U 
plain. It is not conducive to any 
monarch’s health to find Us nation 
rent and turbulent. h!s people clam¬ 
orous against htm and himself com¬ 
pelled to surender many of the pre¬ 
rogatives that had come down to him 
from the ages. It is not remarkable 
that the health of the Shah w*as Im¬ 
paired by theae blood-curdling experi¬ 
ences of his final year. Truly the 
Shah, like the Otar of all th© Russia* 
and n few others whose titles need not 
be mentioned, lived to learn that the 
lot of on autocrat isn’t necessarily 
•'an 'appy one." 

In view of the ups.-t state of Persia 
It is not certain that the uew Shah will 
have easy ©ailing. Besides the In¬ 
ternal conditions, there arc certain 
foreign complications that mny arise 
to give him a somewhat lively time. 
Altogether, the Persian situation is one

Want a Smoother Name. 

A dispatch to the Portland Oregonian 
says that In case the Ship Subsidy Bill, 
which passed the 8 ©nate, cannot be 
put through the House. & trick Is pro¬ 
posed by which & part of Its benefit 
may accrue to the men who axe most 
actively promoting It. 

It seems that the word "subsidy" is 
very unpleasant to many Congressmen 
for the reason that their constituents 
do not like It. Hence, if the bill men¬ 
tioned foils to pass It Is suggested that 
an amendment to the Post-office Ap¬ 
propriation Bill be adopted, providing 
for poetal "subventions" to steamers 
between the Pacific coast and the 
Orient, and between any port of the 
United States and those of South 
America. There Is no harm In pay¬ 
ing for carrying the malls. They are al¬ 
ready carried and are paid for often at 
a vory high price. But the proposed 
postal subventions are nothing but 
disguised subsidies, says the Oregonian, 
and. no doubt, it Is rlgl\t. They would 
not cause tho establishment of any 
new lines. The effect would aim- 
ply be to give more money to existing 
lines, which are already amply paid.

Is Just os 
offensive under any other name as un¬ 
der that. The truth Is, it Is a gratuity, 
& bounty, and the term subsidy itself 
Is arrant flattery.

It seems plain, did not choose 
bills that differed from the average bill 
of the average theater, and therefore 
the New theater has had no marked 
individuality as a temple of genius. 
Probably the performances of ordinary 
plays, too. were below the standard of 
the pehomjutices of similar plays at 
other theaters. Moreover, everybody 
concerned appears to have had con¬ 
fused Ideas as to Just what sort of the¬ 
ater tho New theater should be, one 
thinking it should hold only the rarlficd 


solicitous for large dividends. The 
people must look to tho State and the 
nation for protection.

the ordinance wa* referred, and who. 
before they can make an Intelligent re¬ 
port on the ordinance, will have to 
make some attempt to solve the prob¬ 
lem In question. 

Even though the wording of the ordi¬ 
nance Is not faulty, there are many 
who are of the opinion that such an 
ordinance w*l 11 never pas* the General 
Council. One city official advanced tho 
argument yesterday that the street* 
and sidewalks are dedicated a* public 
highways, ar.d that a* long us these 
highways are not obstructed on their 
surface the city has no right to charge 
rental for underground space that may 
be occupied by property owners. 

• • • 

Provisions Not. Equitable. 

’The owner of property Is required to 
pay for street Improvement," he said, 
"and it <k>ca not look right that h© 
should also be required to pay rent 
for the llttl© space he may mu* under 
the sidewalk. If a new sidewalk is 
built In front of his place of busi¬ 
ness. he 1* required to pay the cost of 
const ruction. It does not eeetn to me 
that the city has any more right to the 
space under the sidewalk than has the 
property owner." 

In a number of Instances buildings on 
Fourth avenue are set back from tho 
property line, and In such cases. If 
the ordinance, or one similar tn that 
Introduced In the lower board Tuesday 
night, passes, the property owner will 
he required to pay rent only on the 
space occupied by him reaching beyond 
th«- property line. Mr. Tllford. Building 
Inspector, said yesterday that ho 
thought nearly all the buildings on 
the east side of Fourth avenue, be- 
twean Green and Walnut street* ore 
s«*t back from the property line fully 
throe feet.

MURPHY DEFEATS 

YOUNG CORBETT 


P HILADELPHIA. Pa., Jan. 9—Tom¬ 
my Murphy, of New York, gave 
Young Corbett a severe beating 
In a six-round bout before the 
National Athletic Club to-night. From 
the first to the sixth round Murphy out¬ 
fought the former champion at all stages. 

In the second round only the sound of 
the bell saved Corbett from a knockout. 
Murphy rained blows on the former Den¬ 
ver fighter, and hear tho close of the 
round sent Corbett to the floor with a 
right to the Jaw. When Corbett rose 
Murphy kept after him, sending lefts and 
rights to the face -anti body. When the 
gong sounded Corbett was hanging on 
the ropes In practically a helpless condi¬ 
tion. The one-minute rest brought him 
back In fairly good condition, lmt Murphy 
gave him no opportunity to rest, and 
drove Corbett from one side of the ring 
to the other, landing on the face and 
body almost ot will. Corbett got In an 
occasional blow to the kidneys and neck, 
but they lacked force. 

1ft the third round Corbett tried the 
tactics he worked on McGovern so suc¬ 
cessfully In their two championship bat¬ 
tles. He began to hurl epithets at the 
New Yorker. The latter simply smiled 
and drove two rights to the Jaw with 
such force that Corbett forgot to talk. 

The fourth, fifth and sixth rounds 
were repetitions of the third. Corbett 
tired perceptibly in the closing roiinda 
Murphy’s condition was perfect, but It Is 
probable that Corbett would have tipped 
the beam close to 140 pounds. He was 
slow and wild and wns outclassed in 
boxing, hitting and ring generalship.

In football there Is an arrangement so 
that the spectators may see by a board 
Just how many downs then* are and how 
many yards tnera ur« to gain. The same 
sort of an arrangement would not bo had 
for basctall to tell the crowd the balls 
and strikes. 

A bigger scoreboard would be the 
tiling. One that everybody could see.

All are cited to appear in the Boyle 
Circuit Court at Danville on the first 
day of the January term for hearing. 

The actions In question were brought 
by Charles A. Hardin, Commonwealth’s 
Attorney of Boyle county, who Is pro¬ 
ceeding against those companies al¬ 
leged to have violated the law by in¬ 
formation Instead of by Indictment. I: 
Is churged that the word “Incorporat¬ 
ed" has been omitted In advertisements 
of the concerns Implicated. The cases 
will come up at jLbe first session of the 
Boyle Circuit Court, which begins on 
Monday. The law under which the 
actions are brought Is Section 674. Ken¬ 
tucky statutes of 1800, page 341, and 
reads as follows;

Text of Statute. 

Every* corporation organized under the 
law* of this fli/itc and every corp ora tion 
doing business in this State shall. In a 
conspicuous place. on lui principal place 
or nun'©* of business.

Blflc. Both men contended that despite 
the consolidation of IntereMs that has 
taken place betweon the Union Pacific 
md the Southern Pacific, and between 
the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern, com petition between the 
lines, which are under ono ownership, Ik 
an sharp to-day as U over was. 

Mr. Stubbs was on the witness stand 
tor the greater part of the day. and his 
ixarnlnatlon covered alt polnte connect, 
td with the history and traffic arrange¬ 
ment* of the Southvm Pacific, Union 
Pacific, Central Pacific and many of the 
allied Hues which are now under the 
control of E. H. Hardman. Mr. Stubbs 
asserted from first to last that the 
Union Pacific never had been an active 
competitor of the Southern Pacific on 
California business, for tho raafton that 
K had no outlet beyond Ogden over it* 
owm ratio direct to California. Such 
competition, he said, as had existed be¬ 
tween the two roads In the past is still 
in existence.

Union Pacific a Mere Link. 


©d Mr. Hannaford many questions a* 
to whether or not a consolidation of 
ownership did not mean a stifling of 
competition. The witness did not be¬ 
lieve that such a result would neces¬ 
sarily follow.

Rate Reduction. 


l'ho Union Pacific, he claimed. Is but 
a link in the transportation between 
the Missouri river and California, and 
not a separate and Independent line. 
In his opinion, It nevor had occupied 
the latter position, so far as through 
traffic was concerned. 

When asked If ho did not believe that 
a railroad which has a large surplus, 
and is paying 10 per cent, dividends, 
Is not in a position to favor the public 
with lower rates than It has in effect 
at the present time, Mr. Stubbs, with 
considerable feeling, sold that If the 
Union Pacific was the road under con¬ 
sideration. he would urge the members 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion and their attorneys to remember 
that while the Union Pacific may be 
prosperous now. Its stockholders had 
experienced many “lean years,’* and 
that there was no human guarantee 
that the present satisfactory conditions 
In railroad traffic throughout the coun¬ 
try would be Indefinitely maintained.

Question of Competition. 

Upon the subject of stifling competi¬ 
tion. Mr. Stfibbs declared that It was 
not possible for this to be done, no 
matter who owned the parallel llnea 
under consideration. Subordinates, with 
reputations to make or to sustain, 
would work for the Interests of their 
lines again sit all other lines, and com¬ 
petition must therefore Inevitably fol¬ 
low. He asserted that James J. Hill 
Is probably the leading rallfioad man in 
this country, but that he cannot. If he 
will, abolish competition between the 
K'vrrhcfn Pacific and the Great North¬ 
ern. because of the personal spirit of 
the men be employs.

RAILROAD INDICTED 


At Los Angeles On Charge of Giving 
Rebates. 

Los Angeles. Jinn. 9.—The Federal 
grand Jury to-day returned two Indict¬ 
ments against the Santa Fe Railroad 
Company. containing seventy-six 
counts. The railroad Is charged tn the 
first Indictment of sixty counts with 
granting certain concessions to the 
Grand Canyon Lime and Cement Com¬ 
pany on shipments of lime from Nel¬ 
son, Art*., to certain California points, 
and to John F. Shlrlen. The second, 
containing ten counts, charges the 
railroad company with giving rebates 
on lime. 

Two Indictment* were returned also 
against the Grand Canyon Lime and 
Cement Company, one of six counts for 
accepting rebates, and the other, con¬ 
taining seventeen counts, charging it 
with accepting concessions. 

Hill Will Not Appear. 

St. Paul. Minn., Jan. 9.—President 
James J. Hill, of the Great Northern 
railroad, will not go to Chicago to ap¬ 
pear before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to give any more testi¬ 
mony. When the members of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission were in 
Minneapolis recently Mr. Hllll went 
Into the car shortage situation thor¬ 
oughly in his testimony and it Is said 
he Is of the opinion nothing could be 
added to what he said then that would 
In any way help matters.

Carelessness of the employes of Barnum 
A Bailey in erecting the series of scats, or 
grand stand, from which the public might 
View the circus performance is alKged to 
have !>een the cause for tho fall width 
resulted In the plaintiff s Injuries. By tiu* 
carelessness, it Is stated, the seat upon 
which the plaintiff was seated broke and 
precipitated her some distance to the 
ground. She slates that she did not know 
sad could not have known by the exer¬ 
cise of ordinary core and caution for her 
own safety that the seat was unsafe and 
that sho was liable to be Injured In the 
use of IL 

Her Injuries are described as being 
about the body and the limbs, more par¬ 
ticularly her right ankle, her right leg, 
her left tnn and her right forearm, both 
shoulders and her back, and It U stated 
that her nervous system suffered u severe 
shock, injuries to the spine and unknown 
internal Injuries are also alleged.

Frederick Rothenburger. an aged and 
retired stonemason, father of Gus Roth- 
enburger, died ot 6 o'clock yesterday 
morning at hls home.

Mr. Kothcnburgcr Had been In failing 
health for some time When Mrs. Rotli- 
cnburger died, two years ago* he suffered 
a severe shock, und since then he had 
gradually lost strength He Jiad been 
confined to hls bed during the last three 
weeks, and hls death was not unexpected. 

Mr. Rothenburgei Is survived by three 
daughters, Mlsa Mary Rothonburgcr and 
Mrs. Louise Prince, of Louisville, and 
Mrs. Charles Boldt, of Cincinnati, and 
one son. Ous Rothenburgcr. 

The funeral services will be held at 
St. John's church, of which Mr Roth- 
enburger had been a member for many 
years, at 2 o'clock to-morrow afternoon. 
The burial will be In Cave Hill cemetery.
